A record enrollment of 247 in 
the Chaffey High school summer

other in this respect. 

(4) Exemptions from the city 
tax rolls of hospitals, churches, and 
other charitable - institutions as 
well as veterans are expected to 
take a sizeable slice from the rev- 
enue, although there is a good 
chance that the state may make up 
this deficit. 

(5) Continual rise and fluctua- 
tions in material and labor costs, 
with the latter having doubled 
since before the war. 

Park Cost 

The demand of local citizens for 
& park of their own and subsequent 
contribution of $18,000 to get it 
started may be responsible for one 
of the largest boosts in city ex- 
penses. As one official put it, 
“That’s one expense we've never 
had before.” 

At the present time 20 cents out 
of every tax dollar goes for park 
purposes. Under the program con- 
templated it may be necessary to 
double that amount. 

Back in 1928 the Upland tax rate 
was $2.25 but increased valuation 
and economy drove it down to as 
low as $1.39 at one time. The $1.56 
rate has been in effect for the past 
two years.

Truman To Make 
Economic Report 


WASHINGTON, July 11, P— 
President Truman today decided to 
send Congress within the next 10 
days a special mid-year report on 
the economic outlook, including the 
possible effect of John L. Lewis’ 
new coal wage gains on living 
costs, 

Presidential Secretary Charles G. 
Ross said this was decided at a 
meeting of Mr. Truman with his 
cabinet. He said the concensus of 
the meeting was that there has 
been “a tendency to exaggerae the 
importance of the coal settlement 
on the overall wage picture.”

Atom Smashed 
By Machine 


PALO ALTO, July 11, ®—A de- 
vastating smashup of the atom 
yielding a whole layout of strange 
new transmuted elements was re- 
ported today as the first formal 
achievement of the giant postwar 
cyclotron at the University of Cali- 
fornia. , 

This initial effort of the 4,000- 
ton concrete-cagéd mechanical 
monster opens the way for the pro- 
duction of upwards of 100 new 
radio-active elements for scientific 

|research. At present there are 
! about 450 radioactive and 275 sta- 
ble forms of the conventional ele- 
ments. 

For the first time on record an 
atom was extensively smashed by 
a man-made machine. Heretofore 
atom smashing has consisted of 
knocking one or two bits off the 
nucleus. Even an atom bomb ex- 
plosion divides a nucleus into not 
more than five parts.

One of the most extraordinary 
aspects of -this situation is dis- 
played in an astonishing statement 
by a Polish government spokesman 
in Warsaw. Cammenting on Po- 
land's rejection of the invitation 
to attend the Paris parley he told 
| a news conference his country still 
| looked principally to the United 
States to supply the necessities for 
| rebuilding the war-torn nation. 
Undoubtedly there are other 
| Soviet satellites which are hoping 
America will aid them, despite 
their refusal to participate in the 
| Marshall plan. 

Big hearted’ Uncle Sam! Should 
the United States subscribe to such 
a program it would put her in the 
position of supplying the Soviet 
and its satellites with the sinews 
to combat the policies of the west- 
ern democracies.

Since mah is not capable of attaining to 
that state of character which is approvdble unto God through 
his own righteousness, it is necessary that he follow the diréc- 
tions of his God, and live accétding to His revelation to rian. 
One nitist listen, learn, and respond to the overtures of his 
Creator in order that he may live a righteous life. Thé needed 
information is given through the Word; and that which is writ- 
ten is for the purpose of convincing man of thé ituth relative to 
the Saviour, that through Him they might have life.
